We visited the Home on Thursday, December 7th, 
and found that the management was entirely satisfac- 
tory. The equipment of the Home is in fairly good con- 
dition. 


There are at present 62 inmates, of whom 4I are 
men, 19 women, and 2 children. The mothers of the 
children are employed in the Home. 


The inmates declare themselves as being kindly 
treated, and are contented and satisfied. 


Your Committee would recommend: 


1. That a new floor be placed in the pantry, as 
there is flooring already there suitable for the work. 


2. The ceiling in the private dining room needs 
repairing. We suggest that the Special Committee have 
this done. 


3. The Master of the Farm is asking for a manure 
spreader, which we think would be profitable to the 
Farm. We recommend that a spreader be purchased. 


4. The two Matron’s assitants are asking for an 
increase in salary. The Committee suggest that an in- 
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crease from ten dollars to twelve dollars per month be 
granted.

We resent the dictational spirit shown by the Inspector 
in telling this Council that certain things must be done at 
once, or must never occur again, which were due to accident 
or unusual climatic conditions. 


The suggestion that the Farm and Buildings be disposed 
of we consider to be unworthy of serious thought, and show 
the folly of appointing those whose lives have been passed 
in cities as Inspectors in rural districts. 


This Council declares its intention of giving to the in- 
mates in its care a comfortable home, with proper clothing, 
food and other requirements, as in the past, and resents un- 
reasonable dictation from any source.
